Thefts Covering Two Years are Estimated by Agent of Company tc 
Reach This Huge Total—Tive Thieves Sentenced by 
Inspector Worsley. 


One month each was the sentence 
handed out by Inspector Worsley, act- 
ing magistrate in the police court, this 
morning to five sneak taleve who 
have been committing depredations 
in the Grand Trunk railway yards.

This commission, which has been or~ 
ganized in connection wnth the Archi- 
vists’ branch of the secretary of 
state’s department lis expected to 
prove of great value to the Dominion. 
Heretofore it has often been found 
impossible to secure accurate and re- 
liable records of provincial acts and 
other happenings of the past, which 
are now invaluable trom an historical 
viewpoint. With the opening of the 
archives, however, with its facilities
